Iron 
and steel prices seem to Iwd in this lat¬ 
ter-day advance, but the other metals 
have broken away from them and cop¬ 
per, lead and tin are weakening, the re¬ 
sult of failures of injudicious attempts 
at controlling production. Food prod¬ 
ucts, largely imported, like coffee and 
sugar, have reached the low water mark 
prices on largo production.” 

In summarizing the foreign trade the 
review declares that there has been a 
falling o(C in the demand abroad for 
American iron, steel and copper, a loss 
in profits in cotton e-xports, a reduction 
in the exports of corn and oats, phe¬ 
nomenal wheat shipments and larger 
shipments of animals and provisions.

Company E, Ninth Infantry, were at¬ 
tacked by a large force of bolomen 
springing from thickets. A sever| hand- 
to-hand fight ensued. The following cas¬ 
ualties occurred: 

“Killed—Sergeant John P. Swisher, 
Corporal James Gaughan, Privates John 
Maren, Frank McAndrew, Joseph A. 
Weippert and George Bedford. 

“Wounded—Captain Francis H.Schcief- 
fel, slightly; Corporal John Russell, 
sliglitly; Privates Daniel L. McPherson, 
George Claxton, severely; Arthur Bon- 
nicastle, slightly. One other killed, one 
wounded; names later. 

“No property lost. The erieniy were 
driven from the field, losing severely. 
Lang’s detachment of Filipino scouts ar¬ 
rived soon after, and assisted in caring^ 
for the wounded and removing the dead..

New York.—^The annual review of 
American trade, finance and industry 
prepared by Bradstreet’s declares 1901 
to be “a record breaker” among the five 
succeeding years of commercial expan¬ 
sion enjoyed by the United States. Its 
pre-eminence, the review states, was all 
the more notable because it suffered 
from a combination of happenings that 
in a normal year would have proved de¬ 
pressing, if not disastrous. Enumerated 
in the latter are the machinists’ and 
steel strikes, the stock panic of May, the 
.failure of several imprudently managed 
combinations, the efforts of some combi¬ 
nations, including that in copper, to fix 
prices, the shortage in corn, cotton and 
oats, and the assassination of President 
McKinley.

T!u? story of liow the mistletoe Rets 
on the trees is a most interesting one. 
Covering the mistletoe twigs are pearly 
white berries. These coino In the win¬ 
ter season, when food is comparatively 
scarce, and hence some of our birds 
eat them freely. Now. when a robin 
cats a cherry he swaliows simply the 
meat and flips the stone away. The 
seed of the mistletoe the bird cannot 
flip. It is sticky and holds to his bill. 
His only resource is to wipe It off, and 
he does so. letiving it sticking to the 
branches of the tree on which he is 
silting at the time. 

This shed sprouts after a time, and, 
not flnding earth—w'hich, indeed, its 
ancestral habit has made It cease want- 
Ing—It sinks its roots into the hark of 
the tree and hunts there for the pipes 
that carry the sap. Now, the sap in 
the bark is the very richest in the tree, 
tar richer than that in the wood, and 
the mistletoe gets from its host the 
choicest of food. With a strange fore¬ 
sight it does not throw its leaves away, 
i as do most parasites, but keeps them 
^ to use in winter, vvhen the tree is leaf*

CHICAGO BRANCH POSTOFFICES 
RANK WITH BIG CITIES. 


Amoant of Bnainess Done at Board of 
Trade Station, Which Is the DarKeat, 
Surpasses That of Buffaio, Detroit, 
Kansas City and Minneapolis. 


In the 190 square miles covered by 
Chicago’s letter carriers there are for¬ 
ty-six po.stofflces known as stations, 
the building on the iake front known 
as the postolfice being the mother insti¬ 
tution. The fact that they are ouiy 
stations does not ciothe some of them 
with the dignity they should have, for 
when the business of the Board of 
Trade station alone is considered it 
ranks with many of the great cities of 
the country. 

The ten largest postofflees of the 
United States, not counting Chicago as 
a whole, are, In their order. New York. 
Phiiadeiphia, Boston, St. Louis, Brook¬ 
lyn, Cincinnati, Baltimore, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Pittsburg and Cleveland. Then 
comes Chicago’s Board of Trade sta¬ 
tion, the business of which in 1900 was 
$876,000. This figure exceeds the post- 
office business of the city of Buffalo by 
$69,000, Detroit by $114,000, Kansas 
City by $187,000, and Minneapolis by 
$213,000. 

Next in volume of business transact¬ 
ed is the Monadnock Building station, 
with a business of $650,000, followei# 
by Milwaukee with $638,000. Inciden¬ 
tally the Chicago and Milwaukee post¬ 
masters receive the same salary. Chi¬ 
cago's Stock Exchange station is the 
next postofflee in size, and ranks with 
New Orleans, Indianapolis, Rochester, 
Denver and Newark. The “Crllly” sta¬ 
tion, at 167 Dearborn street, with » 
business last year of $408,000, and the 
Masonic Temple station, with $403,000, 
rank with Omaha, Proyidence, Colum¬ 
bus and Toledo. South Water street 
station leads Hartford, New Haven, 
Richmond, Jersey City, Dayton, Loa 
Angeles and Memphis. The station at 
the IJplon depot is in the same class 
with Albany and Syracuse. 

The next largest postoffice in the 
United States is substation No. 10, 
away out on West Polk street, which 
has the honor of being presided over 
by Cl-jrk Jane Addams of Hull House. 
Although there are few people in that 
neighborhood who carry on extensive 
corrospondence,, Miss Addam.s’ station 
did a business last year of $223,000, 
putting it in the same class with Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn. 

The Stockyards station does the snm« 
volume of business as Seattle and 
Scranton. The station at 428 West 
Madison street travels with Troy, Uti¬ 
ca and Salt Lake City. The one at 
Liucoln Park ranks with Trenton, Du¬ 
luth, Houston, Harrisburg, Mobile, Gal- 
veaton and Spokane. 

At this point offices doing a business 
above $400,000 practically end, the 
22d street station coming next with 
about $80,000 of business, and ranking 
with Springfield, ill.; Elmira, N. Y., 
and Little Rock.. Ark.—Chicago Post. 


Our cities have all adopted 6 as the 
hour -for closing stores, but this has 
taken over a generation to secure. This 
shortening of hours cannot stop there, 
and, we are glad to saj', has'not stop¬ 
ped. John Wanamakcr has been im¬ 
proving the condition of the retail traf¬ 
fic for forty years in Philadelphia, but 
he has done lew things shrewder, 
keener, more aide, or, we believe, in 
the end and in the beginning, more 
profitable to liimself and the public 
than closing at 5:30 o'clock. 

In a great store, as in all the greater 
enterprises of civilization—newspapers 
included—what is good for the store is 
good for the public, and what is good 
for the public is good for the store. 
'This added half hour means much for 
those employed In a store and it means 
as much for those buying there. The 
world is always better for working at 
high pressure while It is at work and 
resting the earlier when wmrk is 
through. The customer and patron 
gains as much by an early, prompt and 
well-planned day, which gets him or 
her home half an hour earlier, as the 
man or woman behind the counter. 
Both are advantaged. Each is better 
off. Both are home earlier. The even¬ 
ing is longer for both. A half hour add¬ 
ed at the beginning of an evening is 
the difference between a whole even¬ 
ing and half evening, between a bit of 
leisure which can be used and one too 
short to be of use. 

Dawdling robs man of more than all 
the thieving put together, and within 
the limits possible, closing a half hour 
earlier stops this waste. These changes 
are slow. They can neither be hasten¬ 
ed nor retarded. It has taken sixty 
years to reduce the laboring day from 
twelve to ten hours, with nine and eight 
not an-ived, but approaching at present 
in many trades. It has taken as long 
to crowd back store-closing from 8 
o'clock to 6 o'clock. The time has come 
for another advance. Closing at 5:30 
will distribute the street car traffic, re¬ 
duce the congestion of the streets, 
widen the area in which people can live, 
and, by training all to a little sharper, 
prompter, better-planned day. Increase 
instead of diminishing the time avail¬ 
able, for this is not the time one has, 
but the time one uses well.—Philadel¬ 
phia Press. 


It is a positive disadvantage to farmers 
to liave a market at such prices. They 
would make more money by allowing the 
calves to have the milk, and still more 
by selling the cream to a first-class 
creamery, and there is hardly a farmer 
in the State of W ashington but is situ¬ 
ated so as to be al)le to do one of these 
things. Therefore the trade in renovated 
butter does not benefit the producer of 
dairy products. It is admitted, how¬ 
ever, that when renovated butter is pure 
and is sold on its merits, it furni.shes a 
cheap and valuable food' for poor people 
in the cities. The difficulty comes in 
enforcing the laws on this subject. We 
have a most excellent law and have a 
dairy commissioner who is absolutely 
fearless in enforcing the laws. He has 
confiscated .shipment after shipment of 
renovated butter sent to this State iii 
response to orders for creamery' butter, 
and not branded according to law, and 
yet these shipments continue. Occasion¬ 
ally a dealer with more gi-eed than sense 
attempts to palm off renovated butter 
by selling it a few cents below the price 
of creamery butter, and not infrequent¬ 
ly markets have been demoralized in our 
State by just such actions. We have 
come to regard renovated butter at its 
best as a menace to the dairy industry, 
and I believe that our experience jus¬ 
tifies this. As above stated, we do not 
object to the legitimate sale of the prod¬ 
uct. What we want is n&tional legisla¬ 
tion that will secure us against the 
fraudulent .sale of such articles. In a 
State like our own, where the consuming 
masses are scattered over a verv wide 
expanse of country in mining and log¬ 
ging camps and the like, it is a very dif¬ 
ficult matter to prevent the introduc¬ 
tion from outside sources of dairy prod¬ 
ucts not what they purport to be, and 
we believe that proper national legisla¬ 
tion would greatly aid us in this master. 
—Chronicle.

OOMTIMVOBS OKOPS. 

H'*- There are historic experiments that 
have been going on in England for the 
past fifty years in which a crop of 
wheat has been grotvn continuously 
without fertilization, and the yield has 
■teadily fallen from what it was at first 
(I forget the figure) until it now pro¬ 
duce* about twelve or thirteen bushels an 
acn. For the past twenty years there 
ha* vwen little, if any, difference, in the 
yield, except slight fluctuations due to 
■eaeonal ceniditions, and it is believed 
that the yield tlmt is now obtained 
measures approximately the power of 
the soil to produce a crop under perfect¬ 
ly natural conditions. It will produce 
annually, so far ns we know, for hun¬ 
dreds of years twelve or thirteen bushels 
an acre. • • • But not being satis¬ 

fied with a yield of twelve or thirteen 
bushels an acre they have, by tlie use 
of fertilizers and manures, increased the 

I 

yield on adjacent plots to an average 
of about thirty bushels an acre. In this 
forcing of the crop they have found that 
they could economically increase the pro¬ 
duction from that soil. The first we 
would call the natural fertility, and the 
second the acquired fertility. One is per¬ 
fectly justified in recoguizing these two 
characteristics in the production of the 
soil: What it will naturally product- 

through a course of years under the 
.uatural weathering of the material, and 
what it can be made to produce by the 
artificial application of more food ma¬ 
terial than the plant can sectirc through 
the natural weathering. If the natural 
yield from a soil becomes so ^w as to 
make it unprofitable, it may often bo 
necessary to fertilize in order to make 
the soil productive.—Farm and Fire¬ 
side. 


If these qualities can be accom¬ 
panied by beautiful and attractive color, 
it adds always to the value of the va¬ 
riety, but attractive color and appear¬ 
ance alone will not always satisfy tlie 
consumer. For a time a handsome ap¬ 
ple will go first and most readily, but 
if appearance is its only good quality, 
when that fact is learned, there will be 
less satisfaction in using apples; the 
fact will be recognized that the fruit 
does not taste so well as it used to, and 
there will follow a less consumption and 
demand for this most desirable fruit. 
Tliis raises at once tlie question, especial¬ 
ly in Illinois, of tlie future value ofj tlie 
extension of the Ben Davis orchards. 
Tliis apple lias made n wonderful record, 
and it lias undoubtedly made a great 
amount of money for those who have 
planted it.—Tribune Funner.

DRIRP OMVKS. 

From' Uarpiiiteria eoines the query of 
what to do with the olive, and a sug¬ 
gestion that may be worth the trial. 
"A largo crop of olives is reported for 
Soutlieni California,” writes 0. N. Cald¬ 
well, “and some of tlio growers are not 
sure what disposition can be made of 
them, as tlie pieklo iiuliistvy can take 
but fett and tlie oil mills are so few and 
so small tliat many olives will be lost if 
some way docs not open for tlicir dis¬ 
posal.” 

“If properly drietl tlicy can be kept 
until the mills can be ready to use them. 
They can be dried upon prune or raisin 
tra 3 ' 8 , but must not be spread too thick¬ 
ly or tbej' will sour. The trays should 
be piled one upon the other, with spaces 
one and a half inches in thickness should 
bo placed between the trays, made of 
sufficient for the air to circulate. Blocks 
short pieces of waste lumber, but all 
dampness must be kept from the top and 
sides. They can be dried well in the 
shade if the air can circulate through 
and over them. One tier of olives on 
each traj' is sufficient and the fruit 
should be very ripe. If properly dried 
they can be kept in sacks like grain until 
time and opportunity comes to work 
tliem up.”—Los Angeles Times.
